Reading comprehension 


Carol LaSasso, a faculty member in 
the Department of Education, is in the 
process of completing a research study 
comparing deaf and hearing students’ 
performance on selected reading com- 
prehension tasks. Subjects included 50 
profoundly deaf students from a large 
residential school in Maryland and 50 
hearing students from fifth and sixth 
grade classes in Maryland. 

Results showed that there was no ap- 
preciable difference between deaf and 
hearing subjects in terms of task consis- 
tencies and variabilities. However, the 
mean composite score on all tasks for 
deaf subjects was lower than for hear- 
ing subjects. Differences were found in 
performance in question type (multiple 
choice/free response). The greatest dif- 
ferences between deaf and hearing 
groups were under conditions of 
lookback and production.

The Rehabilitation Services Adminis- 
tration within the Department of Educa-

evaluation of the interventions and the 
Institute’s effectiveness; and communi- 
cate the Institute’s research and devel- 
opment findings.

Demonstration Progs. changes name 


For the sake of clarity and accuracy, 
the College for Continuing Education, 
of the Division of Public Services, is 
changing the name of its Demonstration 
Programs to Programs in Adult and 
Community Education (PACE). 

Under the former Center of Continu- 
ing Education, which is now the Col- 
lege for Continuing Education, 
Demonstration Programs was primarily 
responsible for the Metropolitan 
Washington area adult education pro- 
grams. Demonstration Programs was 
charged with “demonstrating” to the 
rest of the nation that “80 to 90% of 
what is needed to establish and 
perpetuate adult continuing education 
for deaf adults is already available in 
most communities, just waiting to be 
discovered, developed and utilized.” 

While this is still a vital function, Pro- 
grams in Adult and Community Educa- 
tion has expanded to the point where it 
is providing expertise and training 
workshops to the nation at large, in 
keeping with the national level respon- 
sibility of Gallaudet College. PACE now 


emphasizes provision of training and 
consultative services to schools and 
communities in the form of needs 
assessment exercises, deaf advoca- 
cy/assertiveness training workshops 
and intern training programs in continu- 
ing and community education. The 
name is the only significant change at 
this time aside from its expanded role. 

PACE is a component of the College 
for Continuing Education, Dr. Roslyn 
Rosen, dean. Don G. Pettingill remains 
director; Ginny McGrew is assistant to 
the director in charge of the Metro 
Washington Continuing Education Pro- 
grams for Deaf Adults; Nancy Pollock 
coordinates the Adult Basic Education 
Programs as ABE specialist; Leslie 
Proctor is Continuing Education’s 
materials development specialist; Jim 
Lichti is secretary for the PACE pro- 
grams; and Deanna Marshall is office 
assistant.
